GeneraL Runes ADOPTED ‘AT THE 
JANUARY TERM OF THE SUPRME COURT. 


—The tollowing are the General Rules 
adopted by the Supreme Court at the 
term.just closed : 

1. The counsel for the appellant shall 
have the right to address the Court for 
not over two hours, which shall include 
both his opening argument and reply. 
The time may be divided between them 
at his discretion. 

2. The counsel for the apellee shall 
be allowed not over one hour. 

3. The time occupied in reading so 
much of the record as may be necessa- 
ry, shall not be counted under the 
ubove rules. 

4. Thetime for argument allowed 
above may be extended by the Court in 
proper cases, provided the extension be 
allowed before the argument begins. 

5. Any number of counsel will be 
heard on either side within the limits 
of time above prescribed, but it is re- 
quired that when several counsel speak, 
each shall contine himself to a distinct 
part or parts of the argument so as to 
avoid tedious repetition. 

6. Every apellant, at the time of set. 
tling the case, or if there be no case 
within ten days after tne oppeal, shall 
file in the Clerk’s office his exceptions 
to the judgment or proceedings briefly 
stated and numbered. And in civil 
(as <listinct from criminal) actions no 
other exceptions than those so filed ana 
made part of the record will be con- 
sidered in the Court. | 

7. No case will be heard until there 
shall be put in the margin of tie record 
brief references to such parts of the text 
as it is necessary to consider for a de- 
cision of the case. 

8. The costs of copies of unnecessary 
and irrelevant testimony, or of other 
irrelevant matter, not needed to explain 
the exceptions, shall in all cases be 
charged to the appellant unless it ap- 
pears expressly that they were sent up 
by the apellce, in which case the costs 
shall be taxed on him. 

In every case the appellant before the 
hearing, shall file with the clerk one or 
more written or printed briefs, in which 
shall be set forth the exceptioss taken 
beiow. Under each shall be briefly 
stated so much of the pleadings, case 
agreed, or other finding of facts, as 
will make it intelligible. Also if seve- 
ral Acts of Assembly are relied on, a 
citation of them by date and chapter. 
Also the autborities in law principally 
relied on. This, however,shali not forbid 
the citation of others on the oral argu- 
ment. Ifa statement of the record or 
any part of it, be necessary to an under 

stunding of the case it shall be made 
briefly, and the page of the record con- 
taining it referred to. 

10. If the above brief shall be print- 
ed, eight copies shall be delivered to 
the Clerk, viz: ove for each of the Jus- 
tices, one for the Clerk to file with the 
record, one for the Reporter, and one 
for the opposite counsel. 

11. Whenever printed briefs shail be 
fied, and the matter in controversy 
equals or exceeds three hundred dollars, 
the cost of such brief shall be taxed in 
in the costs in favor of the party fling 
them, if he be successful, at the rate of 
five cents foreach printed page of the 
usual size of the Reports of this Court. 
12. The appellee may in like manner 
file such briefs, and shall under like cir- 
cumstances be entitled to have the costs 
thereof taxed for him.

MEETING OF THE CITIZENS LAsT 
Nicut.—As announced, a meeting of 
the citizens was held at Metropolitan 
Hall last night to consider the question 


of raising means to erect the buildings 
upon the proposed Fair Grounds, and 
we were glad to see a good crowd ir at- 
tendance, evidence more interest than 


The leading business men of the city 
were present, and it was evidenced that 
the citizens intended the Excutive 
Committee should have the means to 
carry forward their idea of making the 
proposed new Fair Grounds second to 
none in the South. 

The President of the tociety, Col. T. 
M. Holt, was called to the Chair, 
and expiained the objects of the 
meeting. Ie felt a deep interest in the 
Society. He hal not one doliar’s 
interest at stake, but asa - North 
Carolinian he felt a pride in her State 
Fair, and would devote his time, h's 
energy and his money to the object 
sought to be attained—-the building up 
of a State Fair of which the whole State 
migit well feel proud. The State Fair 
should be beld at Raleigh, and he was 
opposed to its being moved to any 
other point. If the citizens would come 
forward and subscribe liberally the 
Excutive Committee would go forward 
with the work with energy. He had 
every assurance that we should have a 


magnificent exhibition if we Would 
arrange suitable grounds. He would 


be is liberal as any One else. Ile meant 
work; he knew the Committee meant 
work. Raleigh bad onlyto say there 
should be a Fair and they should have 
it. 

Gen. D. M. Barringer said if the ques- 
tion was whether we should have a Fair 
or pot, it became every citizen of 
Raleigh to be up and doing—the State 
Fair must be made a success. The 
agricultural and mechanical interests of 
a State could be promoted in no better 
way than by these annual exhibitions. 
Both the old and new worlds were wak- 
ing up tu the importance of these exihi- 
bitions, and North Carolina should not 
be behind her sister Southern States. 
As a matter of both city and State 
pride, as well as in a pecuniary interest, 
the citizens of Raleigh should put their 
shoulders to the wheel and push this 
work forward to a successtul comple- 
tion. The annual Fairs brought not 
luss than %79,000 to the city, and prob- 
ably a great deal more. Every manncr 
of business was benefitted to a yreater 
or less extent, 

Col. J. M. Heck urged the great ad- 
vantages tothe State of these annual 
exhibitions, and earnestly hoped the 
citizens of Raleigh would show the peo- 
ple of the State they were in earnest in 
this matter. 

Messrs. Lynn Adams, J. 8S. Allen, M. 
T. Leach, R. H. Batile, Jr. W. C, 
Upchurch, G. W. Blacknall, Wm. H. 
Crow and P. F. Pescud urged in an 
earnest manner the importance of the 
matter to Raleigh, and boped that a 
sufficient interest would be manifested 
by her eitizens to complete the work as 
proposed. Mr. Battle said his children 
had told him to come and “vote for the 
State Fair,” and hence he present. 
He spoke of the continued prosperity 
of Raleigh, and believed the building 
up of a good Fair Grounds would tend 
to vdd largely to this prosperity. 

The Soliciting Committees reported 
some $5,000 contributed, with enly a 
partial report from Eastern Ward and 
Lo report from Western Ward. 

Mr. W. Hl. Crow knew the Commit- 
tees had worked faithfully, but se 
thought still more could be done. He 
believed the Autna Insurance Company, 
which he represented, would contribute 
9000. Mr. P. F. Pescud said be thought 
he could pledge his company for as 
much, and Col. J. J. Hickman, of the 
St, Louis Mutual, thought he could 
pledge his company tor the same, 
(This looks like usiness. ) 

Col. W. E. Anderson moved that 
Messrs. J. M. Heck, Wm. H. Crow, D. 
M. Barringer, R. H. Buttle, Jr., and 
Charles Dewey be appointed an Auxili- 
ary Committee to co-operate with the 
present Soliciting Committee, to devise 
ways and means for the purposes of the 
Socicty, and, on motion, Col. Anderson 
was added to the committee. 

The meeting then adjourned to meet 
again on Friday night, the 14th 
instant, to hear the report of the com- 
mittees, and to take final action in the 
premises, We feel confident that we_ 
shall have a report that will be tully 
satisfactory to those engaged in the 
work.

New ORLEANS, March 6.—Quite a 
ficht between the militia and police 
took place. For five minutes there was 
a sharp musketry fire, when the police 
unlimbered a cannon and fired three 
shots down Ckartres street The militia 
retreated, but were being strongly rein- 
ferced, when a staff officer ot Gen. 
Emory appeared on the scene, to whom 
the commander of the militia surrens 
dered. Gen. Emory acted, and the 
militia Gen., Waggaman, surrendered 
in obedience to the following :

FIGHTING IN NEW ORLEANS. 

The Louisiana difficulties have at 
last culminated in bloodshed. 

It will be seen from our dispatches 
this morning, that the police and mili- 
tary had a fight in New Orleans yester- 
day, during which one man was killed 
and several wounded. 

The noon reports are too meagre to 
give acorrect idea of the immediate 
origin of the disturbance, or to whom 
the blame should be attached. We 
will probably get farther particulars in 
our midnight dispatches. 


THE MECKLENBURG CENTEN- 
NIAL. 


We notice that the papers in this and 
other States have noticed favorably the 
resolutions introduced in the Legisla- 
ture by Mr. Johnston, of Buncombe, 
providing for the holding of a centen- 
nial exhibition at Charlotte, on the 20th 
of May, 1875, in honor of the Mecklen- 
burg Declaration. The Virginia and 
New York papers have commended the 
proposition as honorable to our State, 
and as appropriate to an event in his- 
tory which is in the highest degree 
worthy of obseryance and commemora- 
tion. 

We trust that the State press will 
keep this subject before their readers, 
until a general interest is enlisted in the 
patriotic enterprise, which is destined 
to be a grand occasion for North 
Carolina. 


NOT REMAKKABLE. 

We have failed to make any com- 
ments on the President's inaugur4l, for 
the reason that it is not a remarkable 
decument—except for its egotism and 
for its want of enunciation of any 
statesmanlike doctrines. 

There is nothing in the inaugural to 
discuss, or worthy of public considera- 
tion. 

The President is no statesman and 
cannot lay any claim to the title. He 
is a soldier by education and profession 
and it is perhaps too much to expect 
trom him that love of civil liberty and 
that policy of subordinating the military 
to the civil power which constitutes the 
ornament of every Republican govern- 
ment. 

Grant is a tool of the extremists of the 
Radical school, but we believe he isa 
better man than most of his advise:s. 


THE TROUBLES IN SPAIN. 

The Republic in Spain, from present 
indications, seems destined to be short- 
lived. 

The Catholic Church, which exerts a 
great influence in the nation, is said to 
be much devoted to the monarchy, and 
the general feeling among all classes, ex- 
cept in the cities and towns, is repre- 
sented by recent travelers as being de- 
cidedly in favor uf Alphonso. 

The fact that the new government 
has recently ealled for rcinforcements 
to put down insarrections at different 
points, shows that the disaffection to- 
wards the Republic has produced form- 
idable opposition among the masses, 
which is likely to lead to serious conse- 
quences. 

Dangers and difficulties beset the Re- 
public of Spain at the outset, and we 
have no faith iu its permanency. 


THE STATE DEBT. 

Our esteemed cotemporary, the 
Charlotte Democrat, seems inclined to 
berate the Legislature on account of its 
refusal to make any arrangement fer the 
settlement of the State debt.

Every 
retail dealer of malt liquors only shall 
pay a license tax of fifteen dollars per 
annum. Provided, this section shall not 
beconstrued to repeal or alter the provis- 
ions of any special act prohibiting or 
regulating the sale of liquors in any 
particular locality. 

Merchant's Tax, &c.—Every merchant, 
jeweler, grocer, druggist, and every 
other trader, who, as principal or agent, 
carries on the business of buying or 
selling goods, wares or merchandize of 
whatever name or description, except 
such as are specially taxed elsewhere in 
this act, shull pay one-eighth of one per 
cent on the total amount of purchases 
in or out of the State, for cash or on 
credit, except the products of manufac-~ 
turees and agricultural products of 
this State. And no retail merchant 
shall be required to pay any tax on any 
purchases made from wholesale mer- 
chants residing in this State. Every 
person required by law to list his’ pure 
chases shall, on the ist day of January, 
April, July and October in each year, 
list on oath to the Register of Deeds 
the total amount of his purchases for 
the preceding quarter. The Register of 
Deeds shall keep a bovis, in which 
be recorded the lists given to hith as 
herein required, and shall furnish the 
Sheriff with a copy of said lists, within 
ten days alter the same are given in. It 
shall be the duty of the Sheriii to col- 
Ivct from every person on the list fur- 
nished him by the Register of Deeds 
the taxes embraced therein. The Reg- 
ister of Deeds shall have power to re- 
quire the merchant makéng” state- 
ment to submit his books tor examinas 
tion to him, and every merchant refus- 
ing on demand to submit his books to 
such examination shall be liable toa 
penalty to the State of two bundred 
dollars, to be prosecuted by the hegister 
of Deeds, and recovered in any court 
having jurisdiction of the same. It 
shall further be the duty of the Register 
of Deeds to bring suit against every 
merchant refusing as aforesaid in the 
Superior Court of the county, as may 
be prescribed for special proceedings, 
to the end of obtaining such examina- 
tion and compelling payment of the 
proper tix. And torsuch service the 
Register of Deeds shall be entitled to 
fitteen cents for each return made by 
any merchant, the same to be paid by 
the Commissioners of the eounty.

Foreign Bankers or Money Brokers.— 
Every money or exchange, bond or note 
broker, private banker or agent of a 
foreign broker or banker, in addition to 
the ad valorem tax on their capital in- 
vested, orthe tax on their net income, 
shall pay, if empioying a capital of 
twenty thousand doilars, a license tax 
of one hundred dollars, of a capital of 
less than twenty thousand dollars, and 
not less than ten thousand dollars, fifty 
do!lars: and if a capital of ten thousand 
dollars, or less, a tux of twenty-five dol- 
lars; and also ten dollars additional for 
each county in which they have an 
ogency, the tax to be paid to the State 
Treasurer, the license to be given by 
the Auditor.

The following isa carefully prepar- 


recently adopted by the Legislature and 
arranged ty Mr. Spelman, the Senate 
Reporter of the Sentinel, its entire pro- 
visions being brought within a conve- 
nient compass. The synopsis will be 
found very convenient for reference : 


Section 1. The General Assembly of 
North Carolina do enact, That the taxes 
hereinafter designated, payable in the 
existing national currency, shall be as- 
sessed and collected under tie rules and 
regulations prescribed by law. 


EDUCATIONAL. —(See School Law.) 


Polls.—Each taxable poll, twenty- 
one to fifty years old, except those ex- 
empt by County Commissioners, one 
dotlar and five cents, the proceeds to be 
devoted to educational purposes pre- 
scribed by law. If any poll tax shail 
not be paid within sixty days after the 
same shall be demandable, it shall be: 
the duty of the Sheriff, if he can find no 
property of the person liable sufficient 
to satisty the same, to attach any debt 
or other property incapable of manual 
delivery, due or belonging to the per- 
son liable, or that may become due to 
him before the expiration of the calen- 
dar year, and the person owning such 
debt, or having such propeaty in pos- 
session, shall be liable for said tax. 


STATE TAXES. 


Real and Personal Property, including 
moneys, credits, bonds, stocks, &C., 
twenty cents, ad valorem, on every one 
hundred dollars valuation, subject to 
exemptions made by law. This for 
the generai fund. 

A special tax of seven cents on the 
one hundred dollars shall be levied and 
collected on all the taxable property of 
the State to meet an existing deficiency 
in the treasury. That whenever in any 
law or act of incorporation granted 
either under the general law or by spe. 
cial act since 4th July, 1868, there is | 
any limitation of taxation, the same is 
hereby repealed, and all the property 
and effects of all such corporations shall 
be liable to full taxation like property 
owned by individuals. 

A special tax of nine cents on the one 
hundred dollars shall be levied and col- 
lected on all the taxatle property of the 
State for the Insane Asylum and the In- 
stitution for the Deat, Dumb and Blind. 

A special tax of six cents on the one 
hundred dollars sball be levied and col- 
iected on all taxable property of the 
State to be applied tothe support of the 
convicts of the Penitentiary, and the 
erection of the outer wall around the 
same, and for no other purposes. 

Net Incomes and Projsits, other than 
derived from property taxed from any 
other source whatever during the year 
preceding the first day of April in each 
year, a tax of one per cent. The income 
tax shall include interest on the securi- 
ties ot the United States of this State 
or other States or governments. In es- 
timating the net income the only deduc- 
‘tion by way of expense shall be: 

1. Taxes other than the income tax 
due this State. 

2. Rent for use of buildings or other 
property or intererst on encumbrance on 
property used in the business tram which 
the income is derived. 

3. Usual or ordinary repairs of the 
buildings from which the income is de- 
rived, 

4, Cost or value of the labor, except 
that of the tax payer himself, raw ma- 
terial, food and all other necessary ex- 
penses incidental to the business trom 
which the income is derived, together 
with the necessary expenses of support- 
ing the family, which shall in no in- 
stance exceed one thousand dollars. 

5. Thetay payer shall return to the 
assessor the net xmount of his income, 
which return the assessor shall fiie in the 
office of the County Commissioners. 

Real or Personal Estate, by descent, 
devise or bequest, legal or equicable one 
to tw» and a half per cent., according 
to the degree of aflinity, and under tbe 
provisions of this act. [See Revenue 
Act at large.|

The discovery of heavy forgeries on 
the Bank of, England is said to have 
caused great alarm and uneasiness in 
financial eiréles in Eogland. The traud 
was discovered by accident. The au-~ 
thorities are reticent, and evidently do 
not know the extent of the loss, A 
notice has been issued warning the pub- 
lic against negotiating certain 5-20 and 
10-40 United States bonds, aggregating 
two hundred and twenty thousand 
pounds. A reward of $12,000 has been 
offered for the detection of the adroit 
forger. The telegram comes from Lon- 
don, and it is but a singular fact that 
the swindle should be charged, at the 
first thought in that city, upon Ameri- 
can forgers. The idea of many Eng- 
lishmen is that most Americans are no 
better than they should be, and recent 
developments in Congress and among 
the Arizona diamond fields; in Erie, 
and in that far from immaculate body, 


the Kansas Legislature, have not tend- [ 


ed to eradicate this little prejudice from 
the British mind. If it is thought that 
Americans were engaged in this trans- 
action the police appear to have gone 
rather strangely to work, as the first 
person they arrested was an English 
clerk, who proved to be an entirely inno- 
cent party. The total loss to the bank ot 
England will amount, it is said, to one 
million of dollars.

The Modoc war appears to be ended. 
The Peace Commissioners have held a 
consultation with the Chiefs, Captain 
Jack, Scar Face Charlie, and Schonches, 
and they have agreed, if the Govern- 
ment will forego its purpose to put them 
on the Klamath reservation, to proceed 
peaceably to Lower California, Arizona, 
or the Indian Territory. So, atte cost- 
ing the United States a very large sum of 
money, the matter 1s disposed of, and 
the Modoc war will soon be a subject 
lost to the press, wherein of late it has 
occupied considerable pruminence. 


A Philadelphia genius has invented 
a new kind of a fence for local politi- 
cians to sit on.

The negro members of the Alabama 
Legislature have introduced a civil 
rights bill into that body without con- 
sulting their white Radical brethren. 
The bill provides that a fine of $500 
and five years’ imprisonment to whatso- 
ever common carrier by land or water, 
inn-keeper, showman, school officer or 
trustee, benevolent association chartered 
by the State, etc., who shall presume to 
set up any distinction gn account of 
color, and requires the judges to give 
the act in special charge to the grand 
juries of the State.— Nashville Union and 
American. 

While the Spanish Government is- 
sues accounts of defeats of the Carlists, 
proots multiply that the latter are con- 
stantly growing in number and becom- 
ing more aggressive.
